W arsaw , M ay 2.— N early 100 per­ 
sons were killed or wounded in dis­ 
turbances in various quarters of W a r­ 
saw. 
The troops apparently were un­ 
controllable and violated all orders to 
act with moderation. 
They fired into 
crowds oi demonstrators and workmen 
in retaliation resorted to the use of 
firearms ami bombs. 
Many 
women 
and children are among the dead and 
dying. 
W hat approaches a reign of 
terror now exists; the city presents a 
most gloomy aspect and the temper of 
the entire comm unity augurs ill. 
May day opened with every pros­ 
pect that the recent gloomy forebod­ 
ings 
would 
find contradiction 
in 
a 
peaceful 
ending. 
Glorious 
weather 
ushered in the beginning of the cele­ 
brations and all factories, shops and 
offices 
of 
every 
description 
were 
closed. 
No untoward incident was reported 
until afternoon. 
The first disturbances 
occurred when a procession of several 
thousand workmen carrying red flags 
marched along Zelazna street. 
The 
demonstration was quite orderly and 
proceeded 
without 
molestation 
for 
some 
distance. 
Suddenly 
several 
squadrons of Uhlans appeared, but 
without interfering with the proces­ 
sion, and took up a position along the 
sidewalks while the workmen passed 
through the lines. 
Then a company 
of infantry approached from the front 
and im m ediately the cavalry charged 
into the procession, driving it with the 
flat of their swords into a disorgan­ 
ized mass. 
When the cavalry w ith­ 
drew the infantry fired a volley, where­ 
upon the demonstrators turned and 
fled. 
The infantry continued to dis­ 
charge volleys into the retreating mul­ 
titude. 
Thirty-one persons were killed 
and many wounded, and of the latter 
it is believed tha t 15 w ill die. 
Another terrible scene was enacted 
when workmen fired from behind a 
wall at a patrol, which immediately 
opened fire on the passing crowds, 
killing or wounding 20 persons. 
The first bomb throwing occurred at 
night, when one was thrown into a 
Cossack patrol. 
Three Cossacks and 
one policeman were killed and two 
women who were leaving the station 
at the tim e were wounded by the ex­ 
plosion of the bomb. 
Cossacks and 
infantry fired a number of volleys and 
it is reported that many persons were 
killed or wounded. Troops surrounded 
the whole neighborhood. 
It has been 
impossible up to the present time to 
secure accurate information as to the 
casualties in this affair. 
Later a disturbance broke out at the 
Zombkowska gate of the suburb of 
Praga, across the Vistula river.

there, threatening the troops, when 
Hussars 
fired 
upon the crowd and 
j killed four and wounded many others,

It was reported by telephone front 
j Lodz that a crowd there had stoned 
i a m ilitary patrol, whereupon the sol- 
! diers fired and killed two tnen and 
j wounded a. boy. 
Later a sim ilar scene 
I occurred in Balueki square, when two 
I persons were killed. 
In l,odz also a bomb was thrown at 
a patrol, but it was not effective. The 
patrol fired into the crowd and killed 
three and wounded two persons.
